Failure To Make Trans- 
fer of Five Convicts 
Permanent Is Attacked.

Investigation into the mysterious 
murders of Mr, and Mrs. J. Ed 
Peek blew out of Cobb county in 
a blast of charges last night. 

In an unexpected move just as 
grand jury inquiry was awaited, 
Cobb county authorities announced 
they had abandoned the case for 
the time being because of lack o 
co-operation by the state penal 


board and “officials of a neighbor- 


ing county.” 

Charges of “hampering the in- 
vestigation by lack of co-opera- 
tion” brought various replies. 

The _ investigators’ statement 
comtaining the charges centered 
principally around efforts to have 
five convicts from the Carroll 
county prison camp at Carrollton 
permanently trensferred to the 
Cobb county jail at Marietta, 
where they are now lodged. 

The statement was issued by 
Deputy Sheriff George McMillan 


and Patrolman E. C. Ward, both | 


of Cobb county, who have been 
active since June 21 when the 
broken and battered bodies of the 
slain Atlanta couple were found in

NEW YORK, July 26.--(/)~In 
a flare-lit scene of hysterical hor- 
ror, John Ward, 26, and unem- 
ployed, leaped to death tonight 
from a 17th floor hotel ledge to 
which he had clung, intermittent- 
ly threatening to jump, for more 
than 10 hours. 

His body landed in 55th street 
near Fifth avenue amid scattered 
Screams rising from among the 
thousands who for hours had stood 
morbidly bemused. 

Many women fainted: ambu- 
lances screamed into the area to 
take them away. . 

The last of half a. dozen expe- 
dients to bring Ward down safely 
was all but completed when, 
calmly and with no single outcry, 
he casually stepped from the ledge. 

Cargo Net Ready. 

The police—nearly ‘1,000 of 

whom had been brought into the 


.| fashionable midtown area to aid 


in the rescue and in pushing back 
the curious—had hauled up from 
the street a stout net of the sort 


BE “used in loading cargo. 


They had intended to grasp one 
end at the 16th floor, another at- 
the 18th and thus to enmesh Ward 
as a butterfly is netted. 

Just as the net crept silently up- 
ward past the 16th floor, Ward 
came at last to his decision, 

Alight With Flares. 

He stood with the right foot half 
extending from the ledge. He 
poised a moment, then thrust his 
left foot forward, clear of the 
ledge, and plummeted downward. 

First the body dropped head-on; 
then it began to spin crazily, 
around and end over end until 
with a high smash it struck a 
marquee, 

Below, the whole area was alight 
with photographic flares and noise 
broke from the crowd, first in a 
long moan and then in a series of 
sharp, individual screams.

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WHERE LIES THE BLAME? 

Since President Roosevelt dubbed the south 
the nation’s “Number One Economic Problem,” 
there has been a great pointing of accusative 
fingers at this and that, at sections and in- 
terests, as responsible for the condition. Many 
of these accusations have gone so far afield 
they have been more amusing than illuminative. 

The accuracy of the presidential diagnosis 
is open to question. There is more than a 
flavor of suspicion that his statement as to the 
parlous economic condition of the south was 
motivated at least as much by political oppor- 
tunism as by informed economic understand- 
ing. 

The south is, fundamentally, politically con- 
servative. It is in this section of the country 
the political tenets of the fathers of the nation 
are most revered. From this section, in the 
early days of the nation, came the vast ma- 
jority of its leadership. The basic creed of 
American democracy, as laid down by those 
fathers, is more firmly established in the con- 
sciousness of people of the old south than in 
those sections of the country more impregnated 
with alien theories. 

President Roosevelt has unequivocally stated 
that he looks to the liberal elements in the 
Democratic party for his support. He has open- 
ly declared war upon the conservatives. Thus 
it is not bad politics, by any means, to brand 
the south, where conservatism has its chief 
stronghold, as economically behind the rest of 
the nation. 

It is to be doubted, in actual fact, if the 
presidential accusation is altogether true. Com- 
parison between living conditions of industrial 
workers in the south and those of the crowded 
factory cities of the north and east is all in 
favor of the south. 

There are, it is true, many tenant farmers 
in the south whose poverty is extreme. In 
other sections, though, poverty is far from un- 
known in rural areas. Farmers of the north 
and west probably average more in money re- 
turns for their operations, yet the man who 
would measure farm success in dollars and 
cents is applying a misleading measuring rod. 
Success on the farm is a matter of living, not 
bookkeeping. 

Admitting, however, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that the President is even approximately 
correct in his criticism of southern economic 
conditions, the reasons therefor are plain for 
all to see who will. 

It is not necessary, as some have done, to 
beat the old tom-toms about fertilizer costs and 
rates for privately produced electric power. It 
is not necessary to charge the south with a 
faulty social order. It is unfair to condemn 
this area for evils that are common to every 
state. 

It is only necessary to remember the handi- 
caps which have been imposed upon the south 
by the rest of the nation to realize the causes 
of backwardness in this area. In fact, when 
those handicaps are considered, it is little less 
than miraculous that the south has advanced 
and prospered to the degree she has. Miraculous, 
and due only to the initiative and ability of her 
people and to the natural advantages she en- 
joys. 

Those handicaps, imposed by rival sections 
of the nation, are familiar to all students of 
history and national development. 

Probably at the head of the list should be 
placed the high tariff policy, fostered during 
Republican regimes, but continued, despite plat- 
form promises, under the Democratic adminis- 
tration. This has, for half a century and more, 
exacted tribute from the cotton producers of 
the south for the benefit of northern and east- 
ern industry. It is primarily responsible for 
today’s shrinkage in foreign markets foraAmer- 
ican cotton, now that the United States has be- 
come a world creditor, instead of a debtor na- 
tion. 

Then there is the inequitable freight rate 
situation, which has levied another tribute from 
the south—this time from her industrialists— 
for the advantage of northern competitors. 

There is, of comparatively recent years, a 
new handicap in the form of state tariffs, under 
various disguises, which mitigate against the 


marketing of southern products. Outstanding |

example of this type of injustice is the penaliz- 
ing tax against oleomargarine, made largely 
from cottonseed oil, levied by some western 
dairy states. 

There are other conditions, imposca from 
without, which, if remedied, would go far to- 
ward improving conditions in the south. If the 
President, and the federal administration, 1s 
really sincere in the announced desire to heip 
the south, the first and most effective move in 
this direction would be to remove the unfair 
handicaps imposed on this section by others. 

Then it might be more just if the federal 
government itself, through its relief adminis- 
tration, allocated to the south a proportion of 
the tax-collected funds more in keeping with 
those allotted to states of other sections of 
the country. When, as revealed by figures of 
the United States Treasury Department, such 
states as Montana or either of the Dakotas are 
getting from five to fifteen times as much fed- 
eral relief money, in proportion to federal taxes 
paid, as Georgia, it appears the federal govern- 
ment itself is either spending those funds for 
other than the actual need, or does not agree 
with its own leaders as to the areas in direst 
circumstance. 

The south recognizes, fully, the need for im- 
provement in conditions of agriculture, of in- 
dustry, of finance and of living in this section 
of the country. The south admits, frankly, she 
is not blameless for the imperfect conditions. 
She is willing to do everything within her 
power to remedy those conditions. Not only 
willing, but anxious, 

However, the south knows better than any 
others, how large a part of her troubles have 
been imposed upon her by other sections. What- 
ever the south may do herself will be of little 
avail if these unjust handicaps are not first 
removed. 

The “Number One Economic Problem” state- 
ment of the President was, whether politically 
inspired or not, not so much a criticism of the 
south, but of those short-sighted interests in 
other sections which have been chiefly respon- 
sible for the condition, to the extent that it 


exists. 


STREAMLINED WEDDINGS 

The word “obey” has already been stricken 
from many wedding ceremonies. Now still more 
changes in marriage customs loom. For in- 
stance, it is suggested that the throwing of rice 
and old shoes at just-married couples be for- 
bidden. No doubt this reform would be wel- 
comed by the couples immediately concerned. 
But could the prohibition be enforced? 

Suggestions have also been made regarding 
elimination from weddings of those musical 
stand-bys, the “Lohengrin” march, “Oh, Promise 
Me” and the equally familiar and oft-used 
Mendelssohn march. A Cleveland church has 
ruled out the “conventional kiss at the altar.” 

These attempts to streamline weddings bring 
to mind wedding customs of bygone days. For 
instance, the charivari, in which the wedding 
couple was “belled” by noisy well-wishers who 
gathered outside the house following the nup- 
tials. “Belling” consisted principally of bang- 
ing tin pans and kettles, and blowing horns. 
Often a too exuberant participant in the “bell- 
ing” would throw a rock or a brick through the 
house in which were the newly-weds. 

Usually, those who “belled” the married 
couple were invited into the house. There re- 
freshments were served and the celebrants then 
went rowdily to their own homes. The custom 
of “belling” has practically ceased to exist, and 
none regret the passing. 

So it may be with many present-day cus- 
toms. The streamlined wedding of today may 
be the commonplace ceremony of tomorrow.

|. The Fascists and Nazis take a 
more serious view, however. The 
‘Fascist football clubs are part cf 
the regime and players who go 
abroad to represent Italy must 
come back with their shields or 
on them. They bear a heavier re- 
sponsibility than the sportsmen of 
the free nations—a fact which 
may account in part for their ex- 
traordinary touchiness and their 
rather frequent violations of the 
generally accepted sporting code.

‘statue of Mussolini, who had for-

among the captive Austrians in 
Italy, was the very thing that all 
Austrians wanted least. For a 
combination of both reasons the 
Innsbruckers refused to accept the 
monument, which lay on a flat 
car in the freight yard, running 
up charges, and wired the Milan- 
ese to send up and get it.

France in Event of European Strite 


Institute of Public Opinion Poll On Anniversary of World 
Conflict Finds Three Per Cent of Voters Would 


Favor Italy and Germany.

NEW YORK, July 26.—On the 
anniversary of Austria’s declara- 
tion of war against Serbia which | 
started the World War 24 years | 
ago Thursday a strikingly large 
majority of Americans in a nation- 
al survey say they would sympa- 
thize with England and France if 
those two powers went to war 
with Italy and Germany. 

American sympathy for Eng- 
land and France is so pronounced 
that for every voter who would | 
side with Italy and Germany, 
more than 20 say they would sym- 
pathize with England and France. 
Thus a “sympathy bloc” exists be- 
tween the United States and the 
two great democracies of Europe, 
even though the United States 
clings to the old policy of no en- 
tangling alliances. 

The American attitude was indi- 
cated by a national survey con- 
ducted by the Institute just before 
the British King and Queen visited 
France to demonstrate the bonds 
of friendship between those two 
countries. A cross-section of 
American voters were asked: 

“If England and France have a 
war with Germany and _ Italy, 
which side would your sympa- 
thies be with?” 

England and France 65% 

Italy and Germany 3 

Neither side 32 

While the figures indicate the 
tendency of opinion during peace- 
time, it is entirely possible that, 
faced with an act.1al war, the pub- | 
lic attitude might change. But at 
the moment, with Great Britain 
and France straining to keep the 
peace, the facts seem to be that 
England could count on America’s 
sympathy at least in case of arm- 
ed conflict.

Can U. 8. Stay Out? 


If England and France do go to 
war with the Fascist powers, can 
the United States stay out? This 
question was also put to voters in 
the survey. The results show opin- 
ion almost evenly divided, with a 
small majority believing that 
America can stay out. Fifty-four 
per cent felt we could remain 
neutral, while 46 per cent declared 
we would be drawn into the con- 
flict. This division of opinion is in 
marked contrast to sentiment a 
year and a half ago. In January, 
1937, an Institute survey found 62 
per cent saying we could stay out 
of the next European war, as com- 
pared to only 54 per cent today. 


Democraciés Favored. 

The current survey makes it 
abundantly clear that the nation’s 
sympathies abroad are largely de- 
termined by the type or form of 
government existing in European 
countries. Thus, the chief reason 
given by voters for their spmpathy 
with England and France in case 
of a new war is “We'd naturally 
stick with the democratic coun- 
tries.” Another large group of 
voters put it this way: “I’m against 
dictators and Fascists.”

gust 10. 

Japanese declared capture of 
Kiukiang had broken the Chinese 
Yangtze line and said it was only 
a matter of time until defenses 
collapsed. Occupation of Kiuking 
marked a gain of 15 miles in three 
weeks by Japanese forces who 
have driven Chinese from the 
great cities of Peiping, Tientsin, 
Shanghai and Nanking in the 384 
days of warfare. 

Chinese Busy Recruiting. 

Deep in the southwestern inte- 
rior Chinese were whipping into 
shape new divisions of recruits 
from the nation’s vast manpower.

Leading to Georgia’s 15 Markets 


Carnival Atmosphere Prevails as Producers With Crops, 
Wives and Babies Go to Town; Frenzied 
Auctions But Day Away. 


By HERMAN HANCOCK, 
Constitution Staff Writer. | 
TIFTON, Ga., July 26.—An air | 

of expectancy pervaded Georgia’s | 
15 tobacco markets tonight with 
the formal opening of the ware- 
houses only one day away and the 
State trop estimated at more than | 
$15,000,000. 


A carnival atmosphere was pres- 
ent tonight, as usually is the case 
when the frenzied bidding nears. 


The trickle of tobacco into the 
auction market centers became a 
steady stream as south Georgia 
growers moved their 1938 crop into 
warehouses. 

Little used rural roads poured 
an odd assortment of traffic onto 
the highways leading to the mar- 
ket towns. 


In wagons, trucks, automobiles 
converted into tobacco carriers and 
other odd vehicles, whole families 
headed for town with their crop. 
They carried lunch baskets, babies 
and lists of purchases to be made 
if prices are right at the auctions. 

Many of them will spend tomor- 
row night waiting in or near the 
warehouses where their tobacco is 
to be sold, whiling away the long 
hours with such simple amuse-
